We received a brochure from the 
National Archives and Records Administration 
re the 1930 Federal Population Census which 
will be opened to the public 1 April 2002. 
Microfilmed copies will be available for 
research at the NA in Washington, DC and at 
13 NARA regional records services facilities 
and through the NA microfilm rental program. 
The 1930 census consists of 2,667 rolls 
(35mm) of population schedules and 1,587 
rolls (16mm) of Soundex indexes for 12 
states, totaling 4,254 rolls. There are 60 rolls 
for North Carolina (T616 Rolls 1671-1730) and 
169 rolls of the soundex (M2056). 

Prepayment for the entire NC census is 
$2,040 and $5,746 (soundex). Visit the

Monnie Holland Davenport Family 
In late summer, Thelma Terry and Pearle 
Davenport Clark stopped by our house, looking 
for the burial place of Monnie H. Davenport. 
The Weede Cemetery, back of our home, was 
inaccessible that day and the two ladies 
returned in October after the path had been 
mowed and the crops harvested. On their 
first visit, we exchanged information and, as 
promised, Mrs. Terry later mailed copies of 
work done by Cynthia J. Clark. Mrs. Terry's 
comments: 

"....It was so good to meet you the day 
Pearle Davenport Clark and I stopped by your 
house when we were looking for the Weede 
Cemetery where Pearle's mom & dad (Monnie 
and Collie Davenport) were buried. We 
appreciate all of the help that you gave us and 
I have enjoyed the books that I bought from 
you. 



"Cindy didn't have all of Monnie and Collie's 
children listed in order. She did the project 
as part of a class and had a limited time. 
Dorothy was the oldest, then Hollon, Ray, 
Pearle, Hazel. Delana, Lucille, and Roderick 
with the ones who died young interspersed in 
date order. Additional dates: 

"Hollon died 31 December 2000, 
Fayetteville NC (bur. Lafayette Cem. in 
Fayetteville NC) 

"Ray's dates: Ray Edison Davenport: b. 6 
Nov. 1925; d. 11 May 2000 (he probably died 
in Greenville as he was in the hospital there 
several times, he was living in Bethel NC at 
the time that he died. He's buried in Davis 
Cemetery, Pungo Community, Pantego Twp., 
Beaufort Co, NC and the dates came from his 
tombstone. He married Dora Pearl Ewart (b. 
29 March 1929, d. 13 Jan 1999)."
